ANSWER 

The Office of Training conducts three separate courses 
designed for intelligence analysts or to familiarize CIA 
personnel with analytical work. These are as follows: 

a. Seminar for Intelligence Analysis 

This course is exclusively for senior NFAC 
analysts. Its purpose is to sharpen their analytical 
skills by providing an opportunity for them to examine 
critically the process of analysis and the value of 
approaching analytical problems on an interdisci- 
plinary basis. This course was initiated in early 
1978 and is conducted four times a year for a period 
of three weeks. The content includes creative 
problem solving, review of new analytical approaches 
and methodologies, the identification and effect of 
biases, the formulation and testing of hypotheses, 
and examination of problems encountered in perceiv- 
ing and processing information. As against an annual 
capacity of 64, in the two runnings to date, 26 
analysts have attended- -all from NFAC. 

b. Introduction to Analysis for Career Trainees
